PILLS OR CARTRIDGES? 


ALLEGATIONS IN A LONGFORD

There was an interesting ae ceremony 
yesterday in St. Laurence O'Toole's Christian 
Brothers’ Schools, Seville place, Dublin, when 
Mr. Seumas Murphy, Chairman of the Dublin 
City Commissioners, presented badges to the 
boys of tea schools who are members of the 
School Boys’ Civic League, which has been 
formed, with the. object of keeping the city 
streets clean and tidy. : 

* There were about two hundred boys present, 
ith their teachers, and the Very Rev. Canon 
rady, on their behalf, extended a cordial 

welcome to Mr. Commissioner Murphy, who 

was accompanied by Mr.’J. J. Murphy, Town 

Clerk, and Mr, P. J. Daniel, of the Water- 

works Department, a sia 

COMMISSIONER'S ADDRESS. 
Mr. Commissioner Murphy, who was re- 


ceived with .applause,, said that, his task. that 


ay was a pleasant one, and he would tell 
‘them why. The three ‘Commissioners had 
their fingers deep down in'a pie of disputes, 
objections and difficulties, which grew from 
the work of conducting the affairs of their 
city. They could well imagine that, from the 
multiplicity of the little services that were 
necessary to keep the city going healthily— 
body and. soul—there should arise now and 
then “a little ruffling of the spirit when they 


was not done, or if the other side kicked 
strongly against’ restrictions which, the ,Com- 
missioners sought to put on them. 

After all—and he put this question to them 
as pioneers and crusaders amongst the schools 
of the civic spirit—was it unfair to insist upon 
the citizen understanding that, as he paid his 
‘part. of the cost of the upkeep of the city, he, 
therefore, had a share in the city’s prosperity? 
The citizen sometimes got annoyed if they 
tried to convince him that he should be as 
careful of his share of the city’s property as 
he was of his immediate personal property. 
Frequently, however, he would evince some 
interest in their statement and would ask: 
‘‘ What do you mean by city property, and of 
what part of it should I be careful?” Their 
reply was: ‘‘ It is everything that goes to the 
making of a city—both in body and in spirit— 
to make it perfect in health, cleanliness and 
beauty.” 

NOT PLAYING THE GAME. 

“* No matter how you look at it,” said Mr. 
Murphy, “it is not playing the game to 
destroy trees in our parks and streets—trees 
placed there to give shade and beauty. It is 
not playing the game to treat the streets as if 
they were mud-banks, useful: only for deposit- 
ing. empty. cigarette, cartons, orange and 
banana peels, etc.’’ They often found that the 
money argument against these practices was a 
good one. They told the citizen that it cost a 
big sum of. money to keep the city clean. 
The ‘man who paid rates did not know that 
they had to collect domestic refuse from his 
house three times a week, and that if he 
burned a good deal of the refuse it need only 
be collected twice a week, and consequently 
the cost to him as a ratepayer. would be less. 
Apart from the money saving, a little care as 
to what was put in the bin would remove the 
unpleasant’ sight from their neat suburban 
roads and city streets of lidless, broken and 
bursting dustbins. 

It would be very interesting for the boys, 
some day as soon as arrangements were made, 
to come with the Commissioners‘ and: see how 
the water which they used was brought into 
Dublin. They would see all the trouble that 
it took and the money that it cost to.lay down 
water mains and to keep them in order, and 
he was sure they would say that it was a 
great shame for any citizen of their fine old 
city to leave a water tap running unneces- 
sarily and to cause waste. During the hot 
weather the water supply causes a great deal 
of anxiety to their engineers lest the supply 
in the reservoirs should go dawn. 

LOVE OF THE CITY. 

His pleasant duty that day was to come and 
join hands with them ‘in the noble work of 
making their city healthful, clean and beauti- 
ful. he great hope was in the boys now 
growing up. Pure love of ones country was 
an inspiring thing, but love of one’s native 
city or village was compatible with it; and 
he said to them that it was a fine thing to 
join hands with them and determine from 
that day to live and work for Dublin, for its 
health, its cleanliness and its beauty—to have 
a pride in it. The spirit which prevailed 
there also preyailed in othet schools and in 
boys and girls’ organisations in the city; but 
it had lain on them to come out into the open, 
like champions of a cause, and to give that 
spirit a definite form. As a symbol of it, and 
as; an outward sign of their splendid and 
spontaneous offer of co-operation with the civic 
authorities, the Commissioners had decided to 
give a badge to every member of the School- 
boys’ Civic League. The badge would be a 
constant reminder of their promise to take 
part in the work of making the city beautiful, 
and it would encourage others to follow the 
good example. 

The badge was simple; it had the city 
arms, and inscribed on it in Irish and English 
the words, ‘“‘Schoolboys’ Civic League’’ and 
“TI promise.”’ 

The promise of the League was— 

(1) Never to injure the trees, shrubs, plants 
or flowers that, adorn the streets and parks of 
our City. 

(2) To condemn such acts of vandalism on 
the = of those who have little self-respect, 
less honour, and no civic pride. 

(5) We will use every endeavour to prevent 
the defacing of walls, cutting of names or 
initials on seats or trees; and remind offenders 
that they’ should, prétéct what is intended for 
their benefit, has i 
(4) We consider that the throwing of the 
rind of oranges and bananas on the footpaths 
is a very dangerous practice, and will warn 
those who are forgetful that many have been 
seriously hurt by walking on such. . 

(5) Spitting on footpaths is a filthy habit, 
and the scattering of pieces of paper, match- 
boxes, etc., certainly does not tend to beautify 
any street. To. prevent such is a part of our 
programme. 

In conclusion, Mr. Murphy expressed thanks 
and appreciation to the Christian Brothers 
and to Mr. F. Cahill, national teacher, for the 
inspiration and direction of the boys towards 
the goal on which they had set their minds, 
and, generally, he thanked the rev. chairman 
and all those who assisted in the work of 
making the City of Dublin -a city to be proud 
of. (Applause.)

PRINCIPAL IMPORTS. 

Details of imports show that, compared 
with July, 1925, imports of bacon were down 
from £179,491 to £127,481; other. meats from 
£34.078 to £53.362: butter from 25.124 to 
£3,432; margarine from £15,429 to £11,237; 
eggs in shell from £3,994 to £1,829; barley 
from £255,158 to £1.753; wheaten flour from 
£277,978 to £263,127; oat products from 
£27,841 to £13,632; maize meal from £62,134 
to £47.630: oilseed cake and meal from 
£35.261 to £31,429: and other animal feed- 
ing stuffs (excluding molasses) from £25,507 
to £20,914. Imports of fish rose from £12,028 
to £15,213; of cheese from £13,041 to £20,381 ; 
of wheat from £236.805 to £301,083; of oats 
from £10,976 to £16,213; of maize from 
£295.967 to £296,458; of malt from £12,889 
to £25,008, and of corn offals from £13,669 
to £15,839. There is a fall in the imports of 
food, except fruit. The import of potatoes 
has fallen from £2,338 to £902. Beer and 
ale have fallen from £29,674 to. £27,147, but 
spirits has risen from £18,009 to £21,047. 
Wines have decreased from £27,422 to 
£21,086. 

In unmanufactured tobacco there is a drop 
from £76,221 to £40,712, while manufactured 
tobacco has risen from £3,497 to £4,763. Coal 
shows a decrease from £296,305 to £109,831, 
and machinery an increase from £159,082 to 
£185,985. Rail vehicles and parts show an 
increase from £1,605 to £12,158; touring 
motor cars a decrease from £86,592 to 
£52,780, and commercial motor vehicles a 
decrease from £3,474 to £3,423. \vool has 
increased from £12,639 to £14,174, and 
woollen goods from. £87,820 to £122,349. 
Amongst wearing apparel, which shows a 
large increase in \mports, are overcoats, from 
£8,012 to £17,493; men’s and boys’ suits, from 
£10,912 to £24,195; boots and shoes, from 
£135,847 to £175,231; but women’s and girls’ 
costumes, etc., have decreased from £49,115 
to £43,392. Soap has risen from £21,709 to 
£35,503. There is a big drop in fertilisers— 
from £26,122 to £7,944.

INCREASED EXPORTS.

China and the Powers. 

The military situation in. China is 
developing with startling rapidity. Chang 
Kai-shek’s . advancing : ‘‘Reds’’ from 
Canton have captured Hankow,. one of the 
treaty ports, with a” million inhabitants ; 
Wuchang, another big city'on the opposite 
bank of the Yangtze River, and Hanyang, 
Central China’s great arsenal, Wu Pei-fu, 
leader of the Northern forces,. is in. full 
retreat along the Hankow-Peking railway 
with the. disorganised. réimnant, of: his 
numerous army; and the. Southern Com- 
munists are in virtual control of the 
Yangtze west of An Hwei. Now, Sun 
“Chuan-fang, Tuchun of Shanghai, who is 
reputed to be China’s man of destiny, 
has taken a hand in the game.’ Hitherto 
he “Ras ‘maintained an attitude of 
armed neutrality : but in their victorious 
progress towards the North the 
Cantonese troops have invaded Kiangsi, 
one of Sun’s dominions, while on the other 
side of the Canton:Hankow railway. they 
have entered the provitices of Hunan and 
Hupéh. Sun Chuan-fang, therefore, ‘has 
sent an ultimatum tó the Cantonese com- 
mander, informing him:-that, unless within 
twenty-four hours al] his troops shall have 
been withdrawn from Kiangsi, Hunan, 
and Hupeh, war will be declared. -The 
note asserts that Sun has tried manfully 
to keep the peacé, but that he has been 
‘‘pressed into battle ' by ‘the arrogant 
behaviour of the: Cantonese army, which, 
he says, seeks to transform the Chinese 
flag ‘into the red flag of Russian 
Bolshevism. From the military point -of 
view, Sun’s attitude is of much .import- 
ance. He has a fairly strong army in the 
five provinces, which so far has been kept 
intact. The Cantonése- troops have ad- 
vanced so quickly that they. have lost 
touch with their base ‘in the province of 
Kwang Tung, and, if Sun goes to war 
with them, he probably. will. be able: to 
attack them in the rear, cutting them off 
completely from Canton, and enabling Wu 
Pei-fu, in the North, to rally his seattered 
forces. In that event the whole Cantonese 
army would be caught as in a pair of 
pincers, and its annihilation ‘would -be 
almost certain. 

In the meanwhile the interests of foreign 
citizens continue to be threatened, and the 
commander of the China Squadron has lost 
no time in taking action.

|. or. to increase ‘that traffic; nine out of every 
‘ten hotels in Ireland must be reformed 


thoroughly. They must supply yood food, 
clean linen, cheerful 
sitting-rooms and prompt attendance—all 
at moderate charges. They are not supply- 
ing these things now, and nothing short 
of a process of intensive education among 
Irish hotel-keepers during the next eight 
months will ‘bring any marked improve- 
ment in next year’s tourist season. 
Furthermore,’ we have heard complaints 
that the stranger still is regarded as fair 
game for extortion not only by some 
hotel-keepers, but by many car-drivers and 


‘other camp-followers of the tourist traffic.

Minoan: Relics. 


Almost exactly fifty. years ago excava- 
tions at Mycerie “opened up a world 
of -new knowledge. Homer and the 
dramatists had told how Agamemnon led 
the hosts of Greece in the great war, and 
"how, when he returned -to Mycensg, the 
fatal beacons signalled his approach to his 
guilty queen and foreran his murder. 
These tragic doings séemed to have been 
transacted, if at*allj at the beginning of 
all things, and to lie in á mist of fable 
and conjecture. Schliemann’s éxcavations 
revealed thd very stonés of Agamemnon’s 
city and the tomb of A’gisthus, Clytem- 
‘nestra’s lover. Now are announced further 
discoveries at Dendra, between Mycen 
Argos, of splendid relics of that Minoan 
civilisation that the Greeks overran and 
supplanted. Three thousand years ago a 
king and queen were laid to rest here on 
beds of clay like those’ of the Mycenean 
graves, and with them were buried precious 
funeral offerings. In The’ Times Mr,

WORK IN WAR CEMETERIES. 
In France the graves of the men who fell 
during the war are divided, for care and up- 
keep, into two categories. Those in the war 
zone, where there is little else but these 
cemeteries, are in the charge of the State. 
Those further back and throughout France 
generally are looked after by an association 
known as ‘‘Le Souvenir Francais,” which 
has to see to the keeping in order of the 
aves of 100,000 soldiers of France, and, 
eather adorn them with! wreaths, flags, and 
other memorials. As well! as doing all this, 
‘** Le Souvenir Francais ” has embarked on a 
more ambitious venture. It is their intention 
to replace the wooden cross on each grave 
with a bronze cross, and: already, through 
their unwearying efforts, 25,000 crosses in ‘he 
cemeteries of Paris and the provinces are of 
bronze. The model adopted for this cross 1s 
one in which the arms of the cross are formed 
by the cross-bars of- a sword-bayonet, an 
escutcheon bears the name, regiment, 


the mouth of a lion is a military cross, a 
palm springing from a stone pedestal goes up 
the length of the cross. 

The matter of changing the wooden crosses 


over the graves in what had been the war 


zone for more durable memorials has Veen de- 
bated. It:was proposed that the same form 
of cross should be erected as that chosen by 
“Le Souvenir Francais,” but an objection 
has been raised, that the double cross-bars of 
the sword too closely resemble the real cross.

It appears “that, following persistent 
tumours that the Republican Guard was 
making preparations to attempt to estab- 
lish another dictatorship, or to bring off 
a Royalist. coup, and following insistent

TANKS IN -ACTION. 


General Kondyllis, it is said, agreed to this 

request, but immediately the Republican 
Guards entered the city streets they com- 
menced firing on the- Government troops, 
being assisted in this attack by Communist 
and Royalist supporters who came to their 
aid. 
, The Government troops replied and the 
Government artillery shelled the revolters 
from. adjacent heights. There was much 
street fighting. Two tanks belonging to the 
Republican Guards penetrated into the city, 
firing along the streets and into the crowds 
of civilians, causing tremendous excitement. 

One of the tanks reached the Central Con- 
stitution square. Here the Government 
patrols launched an attack upon the tanks, 
whilst panic-stricken civilian crowds dashed 
for safety from the heavy firing. i 

Colonel Dertilis, who was on board this 
tank, managed to break through and. reach 
the Central Post Office, where he endeavoured 
to take over the postal and.telegraph services. 
Colonel Dertilis, however, met with so much 
opposition here that he narrowly -escaped 
being lynched. 


TANK BLOWN UP. 


The second. tank was blown up by a Go- 
vernment shell just, after it started its career 
through the city streets. 

It is declared that: thousands of shots were 
exchanged between the bands of Communists 
and Royalists: and the Government troops. 
The former fired indiscriminately and killed 
many civilians. 3 

The gendarmerie disarmed many of the 
Communists and Royalists, but the’ rioting 
proceeded until late in the aftérnoon. —

The 
two ‘aeroplanes are entirely constructed of 
wood, and a special arrangement to prevent 
the oil from freezing has been fitted. They 
will .no$ be used for transport, but only for 
short reconnaissance flights.—(Reuter.)

GENEVA, Friday. 

The following is the text of Dr. Strese- 
mann’s speech delivered to the Assembly of 
the League this morning :— 

“The President of this high Assembly. and 
the President of the Council of the League, 
have been good enough to greet Germany's 
entry into the League with words of content- 
ment and satisfaction. I feel it my first duty 
to express Germany’s thanks. A me, 
the sam time, to express gratitude to the 
Swiss Government, which is now extending 
its traditional generous. hospitality to 
Germany as a member of the League. - 
““Six years have passed since the foundation 
of the League. A long period of development 
has thus been necessary before the general 
political situation was such as to render 
possible Germany’s membership of the League, - 
and even in the present year we see great 
difficulti¢s have had to be overcome before 
Germany s resolve could be followed by a 
unanimots decision of the League. 

‘‘It is far from my desire to revive things 
which belong to the past. It is rather the 
task of the present generation to direct its 
gaze to the things of the present and of the 
future. Let me only say this, that if an event 
like Germany’s entry into the League could 
only reach maturity after so. long a period of 
germination, that is perhaps a_ special 
guarantee of its permanence and fruitful 
results. : 

AN HISTORICAL EVENT, 

‘‘To-day Germany erters this circle of 
States, to some of which she has been 
attached by untroubled ties of friendship, 
whereas others were allied against her durin 
the Great War. It is surely an event o 
historical importance ‘that Germany and th 
latter States are now brought together within 
the League for permanent and pacific co- 
operation. It is a fact which indicates more 
clearly than words or programmes could evep 
express, that the League may, indeed, be 
destined to give a new direction to the 
political development of mankind and 
civilisation. Mankind would be exposed ta 
particularly grave dangers at the present 
time if it were impossible for nations to obtain 
guarantees of being able to perform the tasks 
which their destiny has assigned to them in 
peaceful and untroubled co-operation. 

“The catastrophe and happenings of the 
terrible war have recalled the conscience of 
mankind to the consideration of the tasks 
which confront the different nations. In many 
countries we are witnesses of the ruin of 
whole classes of the population, who are not 
only worthy, but intellectually and economic. 
ally indispensable to the life of the nation. 

BRIDGING THE GULFS. 

‘“We beheld the birth of new forms of 
economic life and the disappearance of older 
ones. We see how economic life leaps over 
old national boundaries, and seeks new forms 
of international co-operation. The old 
economic situation of the world had no 
statutes and had no programmes to guide its 
co-operation. 

s“ This co-operation was based on the un- 
written law of the traditional exchange of 
goods between continents. The restoration of 
that exchange must be our task. If we really 
desire the undisturbed economic develop- 
ment of the world, that end will not 
be attained by erecting barriers between coun- 
tries, but rather by bridging over the gulfs 
which have hitherto separated the different 
national economic systems.

He paid a 
tribute to the work at Locarno, which, he 
said, found its consecration at Geneva, and, 
in the course of an eloquent impromptu 
speech, said that he was deeply moved by 
M. Briand’s statement that their two nations 
had shown their vigour aud heroism, and 
had now agreed to co-operate cordially in the 
work of peace. 

At the conclusion of his speech Dr. Strese- 
mann walked mp to where M. Briand was 
sitting and touched glasses with him, both 
' Statesmen emptying them amid thunderous 
applause from the 300 guests. 

Other speakers ‘at the luncheon were M. 
Nintchitch and Dr. Benes, ag Presidents of 
the League Assembly and Council respectively. 

The dominant note of the speeches was the 
historical nature of the day’s events and 
the promise of a better future for the nations 
of Europe. Complimentary references were 
made to the Press, and the hope expressed 
that it would continue to aid the League in 
ts activities for the benefit of mankind.

A MARK OF NOBILITY. 

A nice care for detail of the personal 
appearance seems to have been a well-marked 
irait in the Irish character many generations 
before beauty pariours were established for 
the purpose of turning “ penny plain ” ladies 
into ‘“‘twopence coloured ” at a price. 

In our day men are inclined to conceal the 
fact that they are as much burdened with 
vanity as women, ‘They conceal it rather 
after the manner of the ostrich, it is true; 
but there must be something to account for 
the fact that tailors, barbers and others re- 
sponsible for their appearance always wear 
such a worried air. In the early ages very 
long hair was considered just as much a 
erowning glory for a man as for a woman. 
It is on record that those great heroes, the 
Fena of Erin, made it aa aes for a candi- 
date for admission to their ranks that he 
should be able to escape from’ pursuers 
through a wood without letting the braids of 
his hair be disordered by the branches. The 
early illuminated manuscripts show the men 
as favouring very wonderfnl' effects in hair 
and beard fashions. 

Cambrensis seeins to have objected to this 
habit of flowing locks among the Irish. The 
Anglo-Normans of his time kept their hair 
short. Another mode of the day for men 
that drew comment from him was the tight- 
fitting trousers which formed with the hose and 
shoes one garment. “The Irish,” he wrote, 
““wear breeches ending in shoes, or shoes 
ending in breeches.’’ These breeches, it ap- 
pears, drew the wrath of the clergy on the 


-wearers, as they were held to reveal the ont- 


line of the limbs toogclearly. Clerics them- 
selves were forbidden to wear them, aad they 
ceased to be popular after a time. 

Nails, too, were a matter of anxious care 
with the ancients of our island. The epithet 
‘“ ragged-nailed’’ is found to have been ap- 
plied to a great warrior who was rather un- 
popular for other and more serious reasons. 
The ladies are said to have dyed their nails 
crimson, though they never adopted the 
fashion of dyeing the hair, a custom that was 
common at the time with other nations as 
well as now. 

The wearing of long hair for men was not 
without obligations, and many of them. The 
habit was confined to. nobles, chiefs. and 
warriors, and bound them by the laws of 
honour to prove themselves generous, never 
to retreat in battle, never to resort to mean 
ways of fighting, never to engage in manual 
or ‘servile labour, and to be ready always to 
relieve distress. Noblesse oblige, and by 
their hair were they known.’ The mere 
common people were forced to have their hair 
and beards cut at least once a month, and, 
presumably, nothing much was expected of 
them in the way of standards of cohduct.

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Fields of main crop potatoes where effec- 
tively sprayed are still green and growing 
out, and many fields are becoming withered 
in appearance as the ripening proceeds. 
Yields generally are reiied upon to be good, 
although not so heavy as Jast vear. In some 
counties it is considered that the tubers are 
somewhat smaller in size than usual. The 
quality of the crop is excellent.” The small 
quantities sold at markets range in price 
from 10d. down to 6d. per stone over manv 
counties. In County . Wexford the price 
current in August was from 4s. to 6s. per 
cwt., and in South-East Cork from 5s. to 6s. 
8d. per cwt,. Prices were lower: in the 
Northern counties. In County Monaghan any 
lots marketed were gold at the rate of 4s. 
per cwt., and in Donegal down to 2s. 9d. and 
ós. per cwt. 

[In West Cork the flax crop promises a 
satisfactory vield of good fibre. Retting has 
been finished. and the straw is safely in stack. 
In County ‘Cavan the crop was pulled under 
fair conditions. Although some fields were 
considered to be light in yield of straw the 
crop came off the grass in fairly good bulk, 
and a good yield of fibre is expected. In 
County Monaghan some fields: gave a verv 
heavy crop of excellent quality straw; others 
were only fair to good, and some poor. 
Portion of the crop has heen lifted, portion is 
on the spread field, and portion still in the 
retting ponds. Growers are hopeful regarding 
vields, but, are apprehensive of poor: prices. 
In Donegal most of the crop has been lifted 
off the spread field. The straw bulked well 
and looks to be up to average quality. 

The mangel crop suffered badly from fiv 
attack early in. the month, but made a great 
advance in growth later, and in some counties 
promises better than at this time last season. 
Fields are variable in appearance. Sugar 
beet looks healthy and vigorous, and has 
made splendid growth of late. The yield of 
roots promises to be heavy. 

BETTER MILK YIELD. 

Numbers of stock on offer at fairs were un 
to average. Trade, however, was generally 
dull, and the demand slow, with a falling 
tendency in prices. : 

Dairy cows milked out very satisfactorily, 
and supplies of milk to creameries were plenti- 
ful for the season. In some counties it was 
estimated that the average yield per cow for 
the month was higher than for some vears. 
From other counties it is reported that the 
seasonal reduction in milk yields was below 
normal. The average prices paid to suppliers 
(separated milk being returned) were :—In 
Leinster from 6d. to 64d. per gallon, in 
Munster from 53d. to 7d. per gallon, in Ulster 
from 6d. to 73d¢per gallon, and in Connacht 
from 5$d. to 64d. per gallon. 

Trade for sheep at fairs proved very dull, 
and prices tended lower as the month ad- 
vanced. ‘In some ‘counties the drop in fat 
sheep values was estimated at from 10s. to 
20s. each. 

Supplies of fat pigs marketed were fair, and 
pfices kept steady, with a slight advance in 
some counties. Reports from all counties state 
that a larger number of brood sows are being 
kept, and that there is a stronger demand for 
well-bred boars. In some counties young sows 
that have been served have been beught at 
prices ranging from £10 to £12 each. 

_ Trade in ee horses was at a standstill 
In many counties. Good farm horses broucht 
from £18 to £25 in County Westmeath ti 
were hard to dispose of at these rates Un- 
trained horses sold at from £9 to £16 in 
King’s County fairs. Hunters stil] continued 
in keen demand, and a few were sold in 
County Westmeath at prices ranging from £60 
to £150 each. In County Wicklow young un- 
trained hunters found a ready sale at prices 
up to £80 to £90 each, In South-East Cork 
the scarcity of hunters has given a strong 
stimulus to breeders, and has encouraged a 
general effort to make supply in more suitable 
proportion to demand. :

A surprise butter inspection was cond 
by the Northern Ministry of havicoiteen’ oh 
Glasgow in connection “with the scheme for 
effecting improvements in the manufacture 
and marketing of creamery butter, Twenty- 
nine samples were sent to the inspection, the 
judges being Messrs. A. A. Dilworth and .R. 
Clement, butter merchants, Glasgow. Ten of 
the samples were adjudged the premium 
and eleven standard. The quality of the 
samples, on the whole, was very good, and 
the packing and general finish were regarded 
as very satisfactory. 

On the following Wednesday, the 8th inst. 
the boxes of butter were displayed in the 
Glasgow Produce Exchange for examination 
by wholesale merchants and butter importers 
The exhibition was well attended, and those 
present were impressed by the general high 
quality of the samples.

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GUARD'S DISCOVERY IN 
GRAVEYARD. 

The discovery of a revolver, amm inition, 
a cloth mask and a sum of money rolled up 
in a trench coat hidden in a hedge of briars 
and hazels in a graveyard, was described by 
Guard O’Brien at the Navan District Sessions 
on Thursday, when Patrick Kearney, of Kil- 

Co. Meath, said to be a native of 
Cork, was brought up on remand charged 
with ‘‘ holding-up’’ Patrick Keelan, a van- 
man employed by Messrs. Spicer and Co., 
bakers, Navan, and robbing him of £9 10s.. 
and also with being in possession of two 
revolver cartridges. 

Guard O’Brien stated that after Keelan had 
reported the ‘‘holdup’’ at the barracks he 
met the accused man coming from the direc- 
tion of the railway line looking like a man 
who had gone through violent exertion. There 
were weeds on his shoulder. Questioned as 
to his movements, Kearney said that he wua 
returning from Foley’s with agg + yt but 
when the witness put his hand in his pocket 
he said that he did not get any. The 
witness searched him and found two revolver 
cartridges in his pocket. These. the accused 
man said he had had “' since old times. ' 

In the hedge in the graveyard, which he 
subsequently searched, the witness found 
weeds similar to those which he had noticed 
on Kearney’s clothes. After coming upon 
the coat he went to Kearney s house, and in 
a rubbish heap there found a piece of cloth 
of the same texture and colour as the mask. 

Patrick Keelan was then called and stated 
that after delivering bread at the house of a 
Mr. McCann, at Ardsallagh, he was standing 
up in the van when a shot was fired from a 
little wood on the left-hand side of the roa, 
and the horse stopped. A masked á gai 
appeared with a revolver in his hand an 
demanded money, saying: Come on; out 
with it.” The witness handed over the bag, 
which contained the silver and coyper, but

the man was not. satisfied and threatened to

At the same time he fir:3 another 
shot. The witness then gave up the notes.

LICENSING LAWS. 


NEW BILL IN NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 

References were made at the monthly 
ineeting of the Belfast Vintners’ Association 
to the forthcoming Licensing Bill in the 
Northern Parliament. 

Mr. J. W.-Gyle, M.P., said that he had 
keen making inquiries regarding the proposed 
Government Licensing Bill, which was in the 
hands of the draughtsmen, but as the chief 
afficials were at present on holidays no 
definite information regarding its terms could 
be obtained. However, he was watching the 
matter very carefully. 

Several members of the Board inquired 
about the incidence of the ‘increased levy 
authorised by the Act passed in December, 
1925 The Chairman replied that careful 
reading of the Act interpreted it as coming 
into operation on the licences granted or 
oa" for the year beginning October 1, 


Mr. Gyle also referred to the renewed 
activities of “ Pussyiootism,’’ which seemed 
to be aimed at terrorising the Government 
lest they should relax the Licensing Act. 

A long discussion took place on the 
question of certain city clubs, which some cf 
the members represented as unfair rivals of 
their business. The Secretary submitted a 
report on the representations made some time 
ago to the Ministry of Home Affairs in regard 
to the existing club law, and the changes 
which the licensed trade considered essential.

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WOMAN’S FALL FROM 
AN AEROPLANE. 
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HUSBAND’S DESCRIPTION OF 
THE SCENE. 


An inquest was opened at Leicester on the 
body of Mrs. Dorothy Cain (25), who was 
killed on Thursday evening when jumping 
from an aeroplane 

The Coroner said that the deceased woman 
was the wife of the licensee of the Empire 
Hotel, Leicester. It appeared that Captain 
Arthur Frederick Muir, a partner in the 
Surrey Flying Services, came to Leicester on 
August 27th, and secured the Royal Show 
Ground for exhibition and passenger flights. 
Two women made successful parachute 
descents, one on August 29th, and the other 
on September 5th. The deceased woman 
made the attempt on Thursday at about 

p.m. quite voluntarily, he understood, 
although her husband and relatives tried to 
dissuade her. Captain Muir fitted on the 
harness to her body on the ground, and when 
she entered the aeroplane he attached through 
the harness a cable from the parachute. The 
machine having ascended about 1,000 feet, 
the woman got over the side and jumped, but 
the parachute was left behind, being still in 
the case. Somehow or other the cable became 
detached from the harness around the 
woman’s body and remained attached to the 
parachute and the aeroplane. 

Arthur Thomas Cain, the husband, said 
that his wife’s act was quite voluntary. He 
saw her enter the aeroplane, but could not 
see whether Captain Muir fixed the parachute 
cable to her while she was in it. The crowd 
was so tremendous that he could not get 
within thirty yards of it. When it reached 
a certain height he saw his wife step over the 
side and fall to the ground. 

The Coroner at this stage adjourned the 
inquest for a fortnight to have the fullest

THE SHOOTING OF A 
CLARE WOMAN. 
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HUSBAND’S FIGHT WITH 
RAIDERS. 

At the Ennis District Court yesterday four 
respectable looking men of the farming class, 
Patrick Lysaght, Peter McCormack, John 
Joseph Lynch, and Pat Linnane (Collie), were 
charged with having, on 17th June, 1922, 
wilfully murdered Mrs. Margaret Kilmartin, 
and with having, on divers dates, conspired 
together to murder her husband, Stephen Kil- 
martin, at Meggagh, near Carron, in the Kil- 
fenora district. 

The crime was committed in the course of 
a raid on the house of Stephen Kilmartin, 
who was a herdsman and farmer. _ 

Describing the scene, Stephen Kilmartin 
said that on the night of 16th June, 1922, a 
knock at the door roused him. His wife 
warned him not to stir or to speak, and said 
that she would answer. No reply came to 
her query, “Who is there?” but the knocking 
was continued. He got up, and looking cut 
through the kitchen window saw a number of 
men. He asked who they were, and got the 
reply, ‘‘ Travellers; open the door quick or 
we will force it.”” He told them to conduct 
themselves until he had opened it. He and 
his wife then partly dressed themselves, and 
his wife brought a candle, which she placed 
on the kitchen table. Kilmartin said iat 
he opened the door and told the men te 
come in, but they replied that he was to 
come out. He declined, and a man with a 
revolver in his hand entered and said that 
he would make him come out. This man 
had the lower part of his face masked. When 
Kilmartin saw him enter he picked up a 
screw wrench and made a biow at him, 
whereupon two other men who were ‘armed 
with revolve-s also rushed in. He ttied to 
take the mask o%f one, but failed, and then 
the three men fired together, apparently try- 
ing to wourd him in the legs, but none of 
the shots struck him. 

Further shots were then fired at random, 
including a shot by a fourth man from a 
revolver, and then a fifth man with a double- 
barreled shot gup rushed in. This man tried 
to hit Kilmartin on the head with the stock 
of the gun, and in warding it off Kilmartin’s 
arm was broken. Despite this, Kilmartin 
followed him as he made for the door, and 
seized the shot gun by the barrel. Two other 
men then fired their revolvers at Kilmartin, 
and in order to save himself he released his 
hold of the gun. There was then a shout, 
“Come away, quick,’’ and all the men fled. 
Kilmartin next heard moaning in the kitchen, 
and found his wife on the ground dying. 

The rest of Kilmartin’s deposition was a 
description of the manner in which he came 
to the conclusion that the four accused men 
had taken part in the raid. He was positive 
about their identity by reason of their build, 
their clothes, and their general appearance. 

The fating District Justice, Mr. L. Conroy, 
remarking that a prima facie case had been 
made out, returned all the accused for trial 
to the Central Criminal Court, refusing an 
application for bail.
